NURSE CRAZED

7 LIVES: SELF 


Wounds Two Others 
Frenzy Before Taking 
Fatal Poison Sip 


PITTSBURGH, Dec. 24—A 37- 
year-old trained nurse distraught 
by the realization she never again | 
could trim a Christmas tree for a 
son who recently died, yesterday | 
shot to death seven members of | 
a family of relatives, critically 
wounded two and then took her 
ewn life by poison. 


The tragedy was enacted in the 
home of Walter Dempsey, modest-

Chief of Detectives George W. 
Murren said Mrs. Kathryn Schoch 
of Dunkirk, N.Y., a sister of Demp- 
sey, did the shooting, while the 
family slept and then drank poison. 

Shortly after the bodies were 
found, “police at Dunkirk, N.Y., 
broke down the door of an apart- 
ment and found Mrs, Ruth Hughes, 
sister of Mrs. Schoch, dead. Police 
» Lieutenant L. H. Kraiger of Dun- 
“kirk said he believed she had been 
“murdered,” perhaps two days ago. 


Notes found in the possession 
of Mrs. Schoch related that she 
and her sister “Ruth” had been 
depressed by the son's death. 
Mrs. Schoch and Mrs. Hughes 
lived together in Dunkirk. 


The dead, besides Mrs. Schoch, 
are: Walter Dempsey, 42, a welfare | 
worker; Robert Dempsey, 12; Thom- 
as Dempsey, eight; David Demp-| 
sey, 15-months-old; Walter Demp- 
sey, Jr., 10. 

Wounded: Mrs. Clara Dempsey, 
wife of Walter, shot in the head, 
expected to recover; Harry Demp- | 
sey, 15, shot in the back and head, | 
condition serious. 

Mrs. Schoch's son, Jimmy, seven, | 
died last November.

Noziere was one of the most 
bitter witnesses against her daugh- 
ter, but later she relented and they

Violette based her defense on 
charges that her father had mis- 
treated her from childhood and 
forced her to live a life of shame 
She was a familiar figure in the 
gay life of the Montparnasse sec- 
tion of Paris.

the destinies of mankind. Christmas, dissocia- 
ted from Him, could be only a pagan orgy. 

The custom of making gifts at this season 
derives from the record that to His humble 
birth-place came wise men from the east bear- 
ing “Gifts; gold and frank-incense and myrrh.” 
The giving of gifts has thus been associated 
with Christmas from the beginning. 

This custom is now all but universal where 
Christmas is known. Cynics say that sometimes 
the custom outruns sentiment, and gifts are 
given only as a matter of habit, or as a return 
of favors. Perhaps so, but these cases are ex- 
ceptions. No sweeping charge of the kind can 
be laid against the practice in’ general. Behind 
the giving of gifts there is almost always a 
desire to give happiness. The gift is only the 
means to the end. 

Gifts vary, as they must and should, accord- 
ing to the circumstances of the giver and the 
receiver. There are times when a thoughtful 
word or a generous act is all the giver hes to 
give, or what the receiver most needs. That in 
itself, in those circumstances, is the gift su- 
preme. Whether gifts be trifling or costly in 
money is of little moment, so that they carry a 


life of some one else. The motive and the re- 
sult are what count; not the market value of 
the merchandise. To make a poor child happy 
with a cheap toy is a greater service than to 
add another jewel to the glittering display of 
a wealthy mandarin. A book selected with 
thoughtful care may be a perennial source of 
pleasure, though the cost be slight. 

Because of the spirit which speaks through 
gifts and acts of kindliness, Christmas exhibits 
human nature at its best. At no other time are 
the generous quite so unselfish, or the average 
of unselfishness quite so high. There cannot be 
very much hope for a man who could spend

s plotting ill to his neighbor. There 
any such thing as moral bankruptcy 
of the race while on et least this one occasion 
each year men and women everywhere thrust 
aside the impulse to get and keep, and indulge 
the urge to create happiness in other lives. 

The atmosphere of Christmas is distinctive. 
The personal attitude toward others is some- 
what different, and finer, than at other times. 
And what better hope is there that the clang of 
arms and the threat of strife may vanish from 
the world than rings down'the ages in the mes- 
sege from Bethlehem: “Peace on earth, good 
will among men.” There, we are bound to admit, 
is the prescription for an ideal world, freed of 
the sordid villainies from which comes so much 
of human woe. 

The message of Christmas is a challenge to 
mankind, and every year that passes repeats 
and emphasizes the challenge. Men spend their 
lives in the pursuit of happiness. For that they 
scheme, and struggle—and steal. But on Christ- 
mas they know that isn’t the wey to find happi- 
ness. For on that day they do not pursue 
pleasure for themselves, but try to extend it to 
others. And at no other time is happiness so 
complete and wholesome. 

The lesson is plain. Happiness does not come 
as the reward of self-seeking. It.is a reaction 
from the effort to make others happy. It is 
the unsought dividend that is paid for the in- 
vestment of thought or money in promoting the 
welfare of other people. And the amount of the 
dividend is in keeping with what of ourselves 
we put into the effort, and how well the kindly 
act or the gift meets a humen need. 

Surely if this world is to be made a more 
desirable place to live in, there is no way in 
which that purpose can be better furthered 
than by trying to carry forward into the routine 
business of the common day something of the 
very uncommon sentiment that inspires our 
conduct and governs our contacts one with an- 
other at this “merry” Christmas time. 


NO MORE WARS “ON CREDIT” 

Italian subjects who have money owing to 
them abroad have been ordered to convert the 
debts into gold and bring the gold home to 
Italy, 

The bankers at Rome explain the object. 
Italy must have a “war chest of gold,” since if 
it happens to get into another war it can only 


buy supplies abroad if it pays for them cash 
down in gold or goods. There can be no more 
buying war supplies on time. 

The Italian bankers at least have no illusions 
on the subject. The money market in the 
United States has been definitely closed and 
apparently for good, so far as war borrowings 
are concerned. And outside the United States 
where is there any repository of wealth that 
could be drawn upon in quantity sufficient for 
a European war? 

A belligerent country hereafter will have to 
do its financing at home and in allied states, or 
pay gold or goods for what it buys elsewhere. 
War as an investment is “out”; thanks to the 
non-payment of the war debts due at Washing- 
ton and the diminishing prospect that they will 
ever be paid. Who today would gamble a dollar 
on foreign war bonds? 

Default of the debts from the last war is 
cheap, even to the United States, if it has made 
the financing of future wars on international 
credit impossible. :

Yesterday, exchanging guarded confidences, 
as men do when they feel sure cof one another, 
I heard a strange story of a happy Christmas 
from the lips of a burly he-man. 

The story starts many years ago when a 
twin brother and sister came to a family in the 
North-West Territories. It was an old-fashioned 
family with many children in it, but the twin 
boy and girl grew up together as playmates 
and confidantes. After he was 12 and trusted 
with a rifle, his twin sister was his sole com- 
panion on hunting trips. When she would tire 
he would empty his back-pack into her ruck- 
sack and carry her for miles through the bush 
as a pack load. They thought of life as some- 
thing they'd go through together. 

Then came the war as they were to man- 
hood and womenhood grown. Fighting on the 
western front he received a bad rifle wound 
which tore through his right lung. He was sent 
to hospital in London—a hospital entirely run 
by women from the surgical staff down to the 
orderlies. Day after day, racked with fever and 
pain, and suffering frequent hemorrhages, he 
lay there. One day the lady superintendent 
came in to say that a new patient was to be 
placed in his room, for company. 

“I can't bear company,” he said. 

“But this is someone you'll like,” she said. 
“Someone related to you.” But whether it was 
one of his three brothers or two sisters who 
were serving at the front, she refused to say. 

That night he woke from a drugged sleep to 
hear his name spoken. As he reached to see 
if it was a dream, a hemorrhage caused the 
blood to spurt out over the bed, and over 
another bed that had been drawn up close to 
him. A hand reached out for his. It was his 
twin sister who lay beside him. 

The night before, the hospital in which she 
served near Etaples was bombed by German 
planes. She helped a wounded man find safety, 
An officer ordered her to run for the dug-outs. 
But there were other patients to save and she 
ran back into the building to help another to 
safety. The next German bomber scored a 
direct hit on the hospital. The bomb tore off 
one of her legs and did other injuries. 

Her case was hopeless. She knew that her 
twin brother lay in hospital in London, and she 
asked to be taken there before she died. A 
special train took her to Calais, a British 
destrnyer took jer to Dover and a special train 
brought her to London. 

Through that happy Christmastide, the 
maimed and broken brother and sister who had 
once roamed the Canadian woods together, lay 
side by side, and hand in hand, and talked of 
their childhood exploits. 

“She knew nothing could be done for her, 
and no attempt was made to do anything. We 
lay there hand in hand all that night, all next 
day and part of the next night, holding hands 
and talking. We knew it was the last chance

Curing Colds By 
Fasting 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


If you have been eating too much this win- 
ter, become enervated and finally caught a cold, 
this will be a good time for you to try the fast- 
ing cure which I haye been telling you so much 
about. 

You, doubtless, have had other dozens of 
different kinds of symptoms 
and ailments which I have 
been explaining to you can be 
cured by fasting. So, if you 
do not have a cold at the pres- 
ent time, the treatment which 
I am going to suggest for you 
would be beneficial in getting 
rid of your other troubles, 
and, if a cold is already start- 
ing, it is imperative that you 
follow thése instructions. If 
you do not use. these sug- 
gestions now, put this article away for future 
reference. 

At the start of a cold there is often the 
symptom of sneezing before any mucus dis- 
charge starts. The sneezing is caused by irri- 
tation of dust or bacteria affecting the nasal 
mucous membrane, At the same time the head 
feels heavy, the nose seems congested and the 
eyes are tired. A little later the nose begins to 
run requiring that you blow it every 10 minutes 
and it becomes red and sore from continual 
blowing. As soon as the mucous begins to flow 
in large quantities it is then always wise to 
stop the intake of food. Drink only plain water 
with the addition of lemon or orange juice. 

An excellent treatment which you can use 
at this time is to drink the liquid from steeping 
whole grapefruit in boiling hot water. Prepare 
this as follows: Cut the grapefruit in small 
pieces, skin and all, and pour over each grape- 
fruit a quart of boiling-hot water. Allow this 
to stand in an enameled pan or glass jar. After 
Standing for at least thirty minutes, begin to 
drink the liquid—taking from four to eight 
ounces every one-half hour. This liquid con- 
tains the acid of the grapefruit and also a large 
amount of organic quinine which is extracted 
from the skin of the grapefruit. This has a sim- 
ilar effect to the inorganic quinine which you 
have often taken. Take a drink of water every 
one-half hour, either plain or with lemon, 
orange or the steeped grapefruit juice. Continue 
in this way for several days until the cold is 
entirely eliminated. During this time you should 
take two enemas daily, using plain warm 
water, and use hot sponge baths at least twice 
daily. 

The fasting must be continued as long as 
any fever exists or if there is much mucous in 
the nose or throat. If the temperature becomes 
over 100 degrees, get between woolen blankets 
and take a good sweat once or twice a day. It 
is a good plan to be as quiet as possible while 
under this treatment to cure the cold. You will 
actually be in much better health afterwards 
if you take the fasting treetment for your cold, 
as the body will be cleansed of many accumu- 
lated toxins which have been burdening your 
body for a long time. 

After you are well, correct your habits of 
eating and exercising and working so that you 
do not again develop the toxemia and enerva- 
tion upon which colds are bulit.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1814 a treaty 

of peace signed at Ghent ended 

| the war which the United States 

| had forced upon Great Britain 

| and Canada, a war which would 

| never have been waged if there 

had been an Atlantic cable in ex- 

| istence, for the orders in council

plained had been repealed before 

the Congress ordered the declara- 
tion of war.

about the Bagot-Rush agreement

NEED SUGGESTIONS 


Editor Bulletin: At a recent 
meeting of the Taxpayer's Asso- 
ciation Executive Committee, in 
order to meet the decided inter- 
est still being shown, it was de- 
cided to ask for suggestions 
(through the public press) in 
connection with the forthcoming 
investigation and from the tax- 
payers at large. 


Certain suggestions have 
already been made which include 
the following: 


First, that we default in all 
interest payments over three per 
cent, for 1935, and that steps be 
taken to secure the required sup- 
port from the superior govern- 
ments to enable us to refinance 
our borided indebtedness at said 
rate of 3 per cent as has been 
done for the National Railways 
and others. 


Second, an immediate active 
campaign on behalf of the city to 
restore to the Tax Rolls a much 
greater amount of property now 
on the Tax Forfeiture Rolls by 
reducing the present price of said 
property arid making the most 
convenient terms to legitimate 
buyers who are willing to erect 
satisfactory buildings on same. 


Third, inasmuch as we believe 


| that a mill rate of not exceeding 


50 mills should be struck for 1935. 
we think that the taxpayers of 
the city should take immediate 
steps to support the present coun- 
cil in finding ways and means of 
Heirs aed expenditure to that 
evel. 


In view of-the above the com- 
mittee would appreciate any con- 
crete practical suggestions as to 
ways and means of reducing ex- 
penditure or overlapping of var- 
ious departments, of any informa- 
tion that will enable them to 
bring forward valuable assistance 
to council.

Further on jn the article the 
Journal dedicated half a dozen 
words for the conductors and 
bare mention of the section men, 
and then it carelessly mention the 
efficiency of the remaining de- 
partments. 

The writer is fully aware of 
the perils of our engineers, and 
has no intention whatsoever -to 
cast any reflection on their trade, 
therefore my compliments to 
them; but. credit and praise 
should be given where it is due 
generally, and this, especially, it 
is my desire to do. 

When the engineer takes his 
locomotive out for a.run every- 
thing is prepared for him, coal, 
water and sand is provided for, 
in short, it is all arranged, 

When he returns particulars of 
any defects that may have de- 
veloped during his run are handed 
Over to the shopmen, who care- 
fully check and make repairs, 

If the engineer’ gets a faulty 
train order he is not to blame; 
if there are any sudden obstruc- 
tions, there is not hardly anything 
he can do to prevent striking 
them; for instance look at the 
number of animals that are killed 
annually,

path it is entirely beyond his 
vision, and if a crash follows

The section forces must be con- 
versant with all signals and rules; 
never must they make a mistake 
or disaster is inevitable. 

They are hardy men as they 
must be able to face blizzards 
and below zero weather, and do 
their work. They are ready for 
duty any time. Without a com- 
plaint you see our section men 
working in torrid weather sweat- 
soaked and dirty. 

In mountain territories their 
dangers are ten fold. Slides are 
apt to occur any time, and little 
rocks that only harmlessly bounce 
of our solid locomotives mean 
death to them. 

In short, comparing responsi- 
bility, the other departments on 
the railroad are insignificant as 
to the section forces who are one 
of our lowest paid employees and 
get Jess than half of the wages 
paid to our highly praised en- 
gineers.

College. Some years later cuttings 
from this plant were brought to 
the university here. Plants were 
propagated from the cuttings, and 
alongside were grown rows of the 
Variegated type.

Bacteria Collected 
By Airman 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh was revealed 
| here yesterday as a new ploneer in 
science—the first man to gather 
proof that microscopic bacteria, 
fungus spores and pollens, includ- 
ing some diseases, are carried all 
the way across the north Atlantic 
by winds of the upper air. 

The fiyer collected these tiny 
forms of life at many points high 
over northern waters during 
flight he and Mrs. Lindbergh made 
across the north Atlantic in the 
summer of 1933. 


The discovery by Col. Lindbergh | 


is believed by scienists to be of 
great importance in showing how 
both disease organism and cthers 
that are beneficial can be trans- 
ported alive over long distance by

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Silver- 
ites in congress served notice they 
would battle at the coming session 


| of congress for legislation making 


remonetization of silver mandatory, 
Senator Pat McCarran, Democrat,

“There will be a meeting 
shortly of sena‘ors favoring ree 
monetization of silver at which 
plans will be made for action at 
the forthcoming session of con- 
gress.

“The United States can go it 
alone on bi-metallism. We do 
not need an international agree- 
ment, though that would be de- 
firable. Wo were able as an in- 
fant nat’on to declare both gold 
and silver basic money, Now 
that we are a strong nation we 
certa'nly oush‘' to be able to de- 
cide for ourselves what kind of 
money we shall have. 

“Remenetization of silver by 
the United Siates would help 
bring about world-wide com- 
mercial recovery.” 


KING SATISFIED 

McCarran’s blast followed state- 
ments by Senator King, Demociat, 
of Utah. that he was satisfied with 
progress being made by the ad- 
ministration under silver legislation 
passed at the last session of con- 
gress.

LONDON, Dec, 24.— Accord be- 
tween Britain and the United 
States on freedom of the seas and 
on naval matters as well was en- 
visioned in a special article in the 
Sunday Times yesterday. 

Referring to recent reports Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is considering a new 


‘American policy relative to the 
rights of neutrals on the high seas 
during war times, the Sunday 
Times said there is an opportunity 
for a practical accord containing 
two suggested parts: first, no sub- 
marine blockade can be effective; 
second, in the absence of an ef- 
fective blockade, the highways of 
the sea shall be free to trade be- 
tween the United States and Brit- 
ain.’ 

The article said a third clause 
might be added in which “sfgna- 
tories of this understanding agree 
to make a common cause in the 
event of injury to present or fu- 
ture signatories, caused by infrac- 
tion of these principles.” 

Referring to the naval situation 
and the Japanese denunciation at- 
titude on the Washington treaty 
the Sunday Times says: 

“The ratio or mathematical school 
of disarmament has fallen in dis- 
repute. What we want is to intro- 
duce some new principle which 
would affect the motives of these 
rivalries and express itself not in 
terms of power but of some com- 
mon object of policy. If such prin- 
ciple could be established between 
us and America we might readily 
acquiesce in the disappearance of 
the ratio five and three.”
